C o n in g events cast their sh a d o w 
before them is art old adage about 
which A. P. Miller, Lemoyne, knows 
more today than he did two weeks 
ago. 
When he refused a 
lift 
to 
two 
bt range pedestrians on 
the 
Lincoln 
Highway, near Caledonia, two weeks 
ago, he did not realize that his rs- 
f iisuI would result in his being held 
up by the same, identical pair. 
Nevertheless, that m isfortune be­ 
fell the Lemoyne man shortly after 
2 o’clock Friday afternoon as he was 
approaching Kane’s store on the west 
bide of N« wnian’s hill on the Lincoln 
H ighway. 
Miller, who drives for the Grissinger 
f a t e Company, Lemoyne, was alone 
in the truck, which he had stopped for 
a few minutes to make an inspection 
of the brakes, 
lie was on his wiy to 
Chambersburg. 
Two Hold Up Men 
As he was about to get into the 
tru tk to proceed, a m an came up 
from behind an embankment at the 
r ight s d# of the road, stuck a gun in 
his ribs and commanded. “ Stick ’em 
up,” 
Miller wafted no time arguing 
with the man with the revolver. 
In another moment, a second man 
came from behind 
the 
truck 
and 
leisurely proceeded to 
rifle 
Miller’s 
pockets, taking a sum of money, which 
Miller said he would not he able to 
determine until he returned to !>*- 
moyne and settled with the bakery. 
It is understood, however, 
that 
the 
stick-up men procured not less than 
$50. 
A fter 
going through his pockets, 
Miller said one of the 
men 
struck 
him over the hand with a black-jack 
and advised him to leave the vicinity 
as rapidly as possible. 
Miller showed 
a large black and Slue mark on his 
hand where, he says, the robber struck 
hun with the black-jack. 
Escape In Woods 
As hp was Leav ng the scene of the 
robbery, Miller says he saw the men 
going through the woods. 
He pro­ 
c e e d ! as far as Kane’s store, about 
a half mile from the place where the 
robbery occurred and 
telephoned 
to 
the state police substation here. 
Private R. W. Frutchie responded 
to the call and in 
I p s s than fifteen 
minutes 
had 
a 
description of the 
bandits and wns heating through the 
m ountains in search of them. 
Miller told Private 
Frutchie that 
about two weekis ago the same two 
men accosted him at Caledonia and 
asked him to give them a lift in the 
direction of Gettysburg. 
Miller said 
he refused, and said 
he 
suspected 
them of staging the 
hold-up 
as 
a 
m eans of revenge. 
Littlestown Man Robbed 
Just two weeks ago a Littlestown 
man wats held un anil r o lle d bv two 
men in the vicinity of Caledonia, and 
it is thought likely that the two men 
who robbed Miller are the same who 
have been operating in that vicinity. 
W hether they are strangers or resi­ 
dents of the mountains in the vicinity, 
police are not able to say. 
Private 
Frutchie 
stopped 
and 
searched a number of suspicious char­ 
acters on the highway in his search 
for the two men who robbed Miler, 
hut wap forced to return to Gettys­ 
burg late Friday night empty-handed, 
He notified police at Chambersburg 
and Waynesboro and gave descriptions 
of the two robbers. 
Both men, according to their de­ 
scriptions as furnished state police by 
Miller, are about five 
feet, 
eleven 
inches tall, and between 27 and 30 
years of age. 
One wore a blue and 
the other a khaki sh:rt at the time 
of the hold-up. 
Both were unmasked. 
One of the thugs was husky while 
the other was slender.

Muir shot L av alette after! 
a quarrel in a Valley Field barroom. I 
L avalette, according to court testi- t 
mony, struck Muir’s crony, a crippled 
man named Joseph Plant, during an 
argum ent over the merits of a hunt-) 
ing dog. 
Muir was pronounced dead fourteen J 
minutes after the tra p fell. The body 
was claimed on behalf of relatives in 
New York, where burial will take 
place. 
Writes His Mother 
Before he walked to the gallows 
Muir wrote the following letter to his ; 
mother: 
* 
“To my heart-broken mother, 
m y , 
poor m other: 
“ How you m ust be suffering since J 
my death; but you m ust be brave and 
remember I died a good Christian and j 
in a state of grace. 
Always think of j 
me, as I will be watching and praying 
over you until you join me in heaven. 
It was the will of God that I should 
leave this earth a t this time. 
I am 
dying a 
happy death. 
I love you with i 
all m y heart and 
will pray to God \ 
always 
for you. IGoodby, 
mother i 
dear. 
May God bless you. 
Your j 
loving son, W alter.” 
Not until the noose was placed was i

Tile object of the research work is, first, 
to ascertain the effect of daylight, twi­ 
light, and darkness; ice, water, snow, 
verdure, atmospheric conditions and geo­ 
logical formations on radio. Second, to 
ascertain and define the location and 
strength of natural disturbances and 
interferences acting upon receiving sta­ 
tions all over the world, under various 
conditions. 
Third, to locate and map

ESTRICTED immigration 
seems 
assured. The senate adopted the 
resolution extending the 8 per cent 
immigration restriction law. The life 
of the present law, which expires June 
99, 1922, wag extended to June 90, 
1924, one year louger than provided 
bf the house. 
In order to strengthen the restric­ 
tions and prevent aliens reaching the 
United States after brief residence in 
Mexico, Cubs, and Canada, an amend­ 
ment was adopted requiring foreign­ 
ers to live five years in these coun­ 
tries before they may be admitted to 
the United States. 
The house reso­ 
lution required only one year’s resi­ 
dence. 
Another amendment imposed a fine 
of $200 upon steamship companies 
which bring aliens to this country in 
excess of the quota. 
It also requires 
that the steamship company 'shall re­ 
fund the passage money to aliens re­ 
fused admission. 
Amendments offered by Senator Har­ 
rison of Mississippi to extend the 
operation of the immigration law tor 
five years and to compel immigrants 
to travel in American vessels were 
defeated. 
Senator Jena* of Washing­ 


ton stated that the merchant marine 
bill now’ being written would require 
that 50 per cent of the immigrants ba 
transported in American vessels. 
Discussing the effect of the first 
eight months of the operation of tho 
existing law-, Senator Colt of Rbod* 
Island, chairman of the immigration! 
committee, said: 
"The number of allen immigrant*, 
from southern and eastern Europe ad-| 
mitted to the United States Is only,, 
about 6,000 more than the number whoi 
have 
deported, 
and 
tho 
number 
of alien immigrants from northern 
and western Europe admitted to tho 
United States during this time Is onl 
about 36,000 in excess of those w 
have departed." 
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
